WINTER: 

IT MAY .BE A GOOD TIME 

TO HARVEST YOUR WOODLOT 
Richard -Loffredo, Forester, 
Maine Forest Service, 
Department of Conservation 


For most of us, winter means. 


skating, sleigh riding and ice fish- 


ing. But for Maine’s 800 indepen- 


dent wood cutters, winter is a fa- 
vored time for outdoor work. In 
fact, ‘aesthetic, environmental and 
economic considerations make win- 
ter the best time to harvest tim- 
ber on some sites, 

The notion that timber. cannot 
be. harvested without permanently 


damaging the natural beauty of. 


the forest is widespread,‘ but is 


untrue. Although most logging op- 


erations produce unsightly accum- 


ulations of limbs and tree tops, na- 


ture’s decay process rapidly con- 


verts these materials to soil. The 
well-known and. often photograph-- 
ed Bowdoin Pines in Brunswick 
for example, have been selectively. 


harvested three times. A logging 
job. done with appropriate equip- 
ment, with concern for remaining 
trees and conducted at the proper 
“season will result in “an attractive 
and productive stand. — 

Leaves and limbs left hanging 
in uncut trees are an eyesore as- 
sociated with warm weather tim- 
,ber harvests. In winter, there are 
no hardwood leaves to be left on 
display among the branches of 
Brittle, frozen 
branches snap neatly and compact 
well under the weight of logging 
equipment. This places “slash’’— 
the term used to describe limbs 
and tree tops left behind after a 
cutting—close to the ground where 
the process of decay can make 
more rapid improvement in the 
appearance of harvested stands. 

“Barking up’, that is, the scar- 
ring that results when logs being 
dragged from the woods rub 
against remaining trees, is. less 
‘likely to occur in winter’ when 
trees aré dormant and the bark 
Better withstands abrasion. 

When heavy logging equipment 
is operated on soft ground, deep 
ruts may result. The ruts are an 
aesthetic problem and when they 
act as channels for running water, 
they can cause serious: soil ero- 
sion. The erosion may reduce wa- 
ter quality in nearby streams and 
destroy fish habitat. Logging on 
frozen ground is oné way to avoid 
these environmental problems. 

Soil compaction—the destruction 
of sbil’s natural, soft, porous state 
by excessive packing—may pro- 
duce aesthetic problems by mak- 
ing it impossible for ground cover- 
ing plants to grow. When compac- 
tion occurs near shallow rooted 


trees such as spruce and hem-' 


lock, tree growth can be affected. 
Soil compaction is less of a prob- 
‘lem during winter logging opera- 
tions. 

Woodlots with limited access are 
prime candidatés for cold weather

-woodlots are often cut during the’ 


winter when logs can -be moved 
over the ice. When equipment must 
be hauled through a valuable field 
br even throtigh a dooryard, the 
best. time to do it is when frozen 
ground will support vehicles with 
minimum. disturbance. ” 

Some woodlots can only be cut 
in winter. Wet, swampy sites. be- 
come operable when mud is rock 
hard. Rough, rocky terrain may 
be. transformed to near meadow- 
like smoothness by deep snow. 
Rock strewn woodlots can be-op- 
erated by. teams of horses or oxen 
under favorable winter conditions. 

Other henefits which may ac- 
crue from winter operations in- 
clude lower costs for road, bridge 
and culvert construction. Benefits 
to wildlife include the provision 
of food-in the form of tree tops 
for deer and slash piles which 
provide food and shelter for birds 
and small mammals. 

Winter logging does have short- 
comings. Cold weather is tough on 
loggers and equipment and slows 
production. Deep snow requires 
plowing and in the extreme, halts 
operations. The winter of 1968-69 
was one of the most difficult for 
wood cutters. Over six feet of 
snow accumulated in parts of 
western Maine by late February 
and ‘did not disappear totally un- 
til mid-April. There are stories 
told about men who shoveled as 
much snow as_ possible from 
around trees so that stumps would 
be kept low despite the deep 
snow. Nonetheless, they were able 
to cut four foot pulp sticks, from 
the stumps in the spring. 

Under some circumstances, win- 
ter logging is inappropriate. Wood- 
lots situated on extreme slopes 
may not be suitable for logging 
at any time. Where the reproduc- 
tion of white birch, white pine, 
and other species is an objective 
of a harvest cutting, the operation 
Should be done in summer or fall. 

People interested in managing 
forest land this winter should con- 


ing forester. The forester will pro- 
vide answers to specific questions 
and will be able to make recom: 
mendations which bést meet an 
owner’s management objectives.

Washington Watch 
by Olympia J. Snowe

Even though I needed no fur- 
ther proof that Mainers are a 
hearty lot, I nonetheless received 
that proof twice in the. past week. 

The House of Representatives 
has been in recess since its swear- 
ing-in Jan. 5, and I seized the 
‘opportunity to schedule two. ‘town 
meetings” in-the Second Congres- 
sional ‘District. To say that the 
weatherman did not cooperate with 
my plans would be an understate- 
ment. 

The first meeting, Jan. 8 in 
Lewiston High School’s cafeteria, 
was greeted by sub-zero tempera- 
tures, Despite the adverse condi- 
tions, more than 60 Androscoggin 
County residents braved the ele- 
ments and attended the productive 
meeting. Their interest in partici- 
patirig. in our government system 
at-its most basi¢ level—a give and 
take between the people and their 
representative—was heartening. 

“Topics of conversation enumerat- 

ed by ‘the participants covered a 
wide spectrum of issues. Question- 
ers asked about proposed congres- 
sional pay raises, which I oppose; 
about tax indexing, which I would 
like to see enacted nationally as 
a hedge against inflation; about 
the peacetime draft, which I op- 
pose; and about federal subsidies 
for mass transit, which I have 
consistently supported. 

One questioner was interested 
in my compatability with the in- 
coming Reagan administration on 
key issiies. My answer is simple: 
in general, my views parallel those 
of President Reagan. But on cer- 
tain concerns, such as the afore- 
mentioned federal support of mass 
transit and on the proposed dis- 
mantling of the federal Depart. 
ment of Energy, the problems of 
Maine and the Northeast are dif- 
ferent from many other parts of 
the country.

White Mountain National Forest 
STORM DAMAGE ESTIMATES » 
REVISED: in a 

Following wéeks .of field récon- 
naissance and additional aircraft 
flights, the extent of damage caus- 
ed by severe winds of Dec. 3 and 
4. is much ‘greater than originally 
estimatéd. Approximately 60 mil- 
lion ‘board feet (MMBF') of tim- 
ber on 5,000 acres have been da- 
maged. Trees were bloyyn over, up- 
rooted, or snapped off in the 
‘storm. Over 60, miles of trail, in- 
cluding snowmobile trails, are im- 
passable, These estimates include 
only National Forest land on the 
Evans Notch Ranger District. The 
Saco Ranger District to the west 
and non-federal Jands in Oxford 
County were also hard hit. 

Softwoods (hemlocks, spruce, fir, 
and white pine) sustained the 
greatest damage. Concern exists 
‘for lost winter cover for deer ‘and 
for fire danger. this’ spring and © 
summer. Insects. and disease’ or- 
ganisths will harvest the down 
timber where man does not. 

A program to salvage the blown 
down timber began shortly after 
the storm.. Field crews aided by 
aircraft, light snow cover, and Fo- 
rest personnel from Laconia, Gor- 
ham, N. H., and. Bethlehem, N. 
H., have prepared app?oximately 
10 MMBF of timber for sale. At 
present, 1.6 MMBF is under con- 
tract wtih the following sales plan- 
ned. 

Great Brook South Blowdown— 
0.75 MMBF, bid opening Jan. 27, 
1981; Eastman School Blowdown— 
1.64 MMBF, bid opening Jan. 29, 
1981; Horseshoe Pond Blowdown— 
1.74 MMBF, bid opening Jan. 30, 
1981. In early February, Watson 
Brook Blowdown (2.2 MMBF) “and 
Butter Hill Blowdown (2.0 MMBF) 
will be offered for sale. 

A team of specialists examined 
affected areas Jast week to ad- 
dress concerns in wildlife, water 
resources, soils, visual resources, 
reforestation, fire, and cultural re- 
‘sources. Specialist input will con- 
tinue to be incorporated in the 
preparation of salvage sales. Fra- 
gile soils, inaccessibility, and low 
volumes per acré will limit the 
salvage of timber to an estimated 
30-40 MMBF on the Evans. Notch 
District. : 

Snowmobilers are again remind- 
ed that the Deer Hill road is 
closed to snowmobile traffic. State 
Highway 113 south of Evans Notch 
will be closed once salvage op- 
erations begin at the Brickett 
Place. Other roads which histori- 
cally have not been plowed and 
used by snowmobilers are now 
plowed and used to harvest blown 
down timber. Snowmobiles are not 
allowed on plowed roads because 
of the extreme safety hazard.
